Response to Arguments 

1. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-13 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Though the 35 USC 102 rejections as being unpatentable over Nakamura 
(PGPub 2004/0175217) are withdrawn due to Applicant's amendments, the Examiner 
points out that the reference claims foreign priority to application JP 2003-108397, filed 
3/7/2003, which had met the conditions of 35 USC 1 19(a-d). 

Terminal Disclaimer 

2. The terminal disclaimer filed on 8/14/2006 disclaiming the terminal portion of any 
patent granted on this application, which would extend beyond the expiration date of 
10/826958 has been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal disclaimer has been 
recorded.

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4. Claims 1-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Uto 
USP 5,112,034. 

Uto discloses a sheet processing apparatus comprising: 

• a first roller pair (15) 

• a second roller pair (25,26) 

• a jogging tray (12a) (jogged by means 43) 

• a binding device (12) 

• a bulging device arranged at the conveying path (the sheet bulges in path 53a) 

• a discharging device (56) 



5. Claims 1-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Miyake 
PGPub 2002/0014733. 

Miyake discloses a sheet processing apparatus comprising: 

• a first roller pair (502) 

• a second roller pair (505 and 512 or 513 or 514) 

• a jogging tray (630) (1J0070) 

• a binding device (601) 

• a bulging device arranged at the conveying path (507) 

• a discharging device (680)
